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The Church Sealed

Text: Eph. 1:13, 14; 4:30. 

The Church is made up of individuals; 
it is not composed of brick and stone and 
mortar, or boards and nails and plaster; 
it is composed of living men and women 
who were once dead in sin but have been 
made alive in Christ. We are therefore 
members of His body, of His flesh and 
of His bones; fellow citizens with the 
saints, and of the household of God. 


Putting one’s name on a church card 


does not make him a member of the true. 


Church of God. One might become a 
member of the most influential church in 
America, and give thousands of dollars 
annually for religious and benevolent pur- 
poses, but unless he has been born again 
he is lost and doomed for hell. John 3: 
1-7. Someone has well said, “Going to 
church does not make you a Christian, 
any more than taking your automobile to 
a livery stable makes it a horse.” 

The Christian experience of the new 
birth is not belief in a religious creed nor 
a theory about God and heaven, nor re- 
ligious activity, but a new heart, a new 
spirit, a new creature in Christ Jesus (2 
Cor. 5:17). That’s the need of every in- 
dividual—life, divine life, eternal life, 
freely offered through our Lord and .re- 
ceived through faith (John 3:16; 1 
John 5:10-12), not a form of godliness; 
not a spasm of religion, up today and 
down tomorrow, but God’s resurrection 
power quickening us to walk in newness 
of life. 

When a man is born of God, he receives 
the witness of the Spirit (Rom. 8:16; 1 
John 5:10), peace with God (Rom. 5:1), 
and the joy of salvation (Luke 10:19). 
These are some of the inner evidences to 
the soul, but manifested outwardly by 
overcoming the world (1 John 5:4), not 
practicing sin (1 John 3:9), self-denial 
(Matt. 16:26), and by a joyful, radiant 
countenance. 

The baptism of the Holy Spirit is also 
a tangible experience promised to all be- 
lievers. However, the Holy Ghost will not 
come into an unsanctified temple. The 
heart must be cleansed, the life must be 
consecrated before the Holy Spirit comes 
into the believer to abide. Peter said, “Re- 
pent***and be converted, that your sins 
may be blotted out.” “And be baptized 
(in water, thus showing to the world the 
separation from the old life; the burial of 
the past, and the birth of the new) ***, 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” And later, referring to the Gen- 
tiles’ receiving the Spirit, Peter said, 
“Giving them the Holy Ghost, even as he 
did unto us;*** purifying their hearts by 
faith.” Acts 2:38, 39; 15:8-10. To His 
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saved (John 1:12) and sanctified (John 
15:3) followers, Jesus said, “For John 
truly baptized with water; but ye shall 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost*** 
But ye shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you.” Acts 1:5- 
8. And Paul said to the Ephesians, “After 
that ye believed, ye were sealed with that 
Holy Spirit of promise.” Acts 1:2; Eph. 
1:13. 

When the believer receives the promise 
of the Father, he receives the personality 
of the Holy Spirit, and the power of the 
Spirit is resident in him. John 14:17. For 
the Spirit is the power that He may use us 
(Acts 3:6; 4:33): power for service 
(Eph. 3:20; Acts 1:8), power to heal the

sick and perform miracles (Mark 16:15- 
20; Acts 3:6-8), power to live a life op- 
posite to that of self (Col. 1:11), power 
to suffer for Jesus’ sake (2 Cor. 12:9, 
10), power to keep from sin (1 Peter 1: 
5), power to give till it hurts (2 Cor. 8: 
2, 3), power to pray like Jesus (Eph. 3: 
20). Three things will release this power. 
First, is faith in the Word; second, is 
obedience to the Word, and third, is 
prayer according to the Word. Mark 16: 
16; Luke 5:5; John 14:12-14; 1 John 5: 
14; Rom. 8:26, 27. 

The baptism of the Spirit IS also the 
earnest of our inheritance, a pledge, a 
guarantee, a receipt, a deposit of some- 
thing yet to come, a foretaste of future 
blessings received at the return of Jesus. 
In Eph. 1:13, 14 we read, “After that 
ye believed, ye were sealed with that holy 
Spirit of promise, which IS the EARN- 
EST of our inheritance until the redemp- 
tion of the purchased possession . . ” We 


are therefore “heirs of God” and “joint- 
heirs with Christ.” That which belongs 
to God belongs to us, since we are God’s 
children, partakers of the divine nature; 
and that which belongs to Christ belongs 
equally to us, since we are joint-heirs 
with Him. Glory to God, we are more 
than multi-millionaires, kings and priests 
unto our God, and we shall rule and 
reign with Christ on the earth some day. 
Rom. 8:17; Rev. 5:10. 


Last, but not least, the baptism in the 
Holy Ghost is God’s seal upon the be- 
liever unto the day of redemption. The 
Greek word rendered “sealed” in Eph. 1: 
13, 14; 4:30, is from “sphragizo” which 
is from “‘Sphragis” and which means “to 
fence in, in order to prevent musappro- 
priation.” The latter word means “sig- 
net” or “stamp,” used for the purpose of 
setting forth the genuineness of a docu- 
ment. 


In the New Testament the word 
“sealed” has several meanings, by each of 
which the saints are represented as having 
been sealed by the Holy Spirit. In Matt. 
27:66 the believer is sealed for security, 
in John 3:33 the believer is sealed for 
confirmation or attestation, and sealed for 
ownership, as masters were accustomed to 
do upon their slaves, and as owners of 
cattle do when they brand their cattle. In 
this sense the word is used in Revelation, 
the 7th chapter, where we read of the 
sealing of the 144,000 of the twelve 
tribes of Israel, 12,000 of each tribe. 

Each of these distinctive meanings re- 
veal the fact that the saints have been 
sealed by the Holy Ghost, is apparent. We 
have been sealed for security, and so are 
secure as long as the seal remains unbrok- 
en. Acts 1:25; Rev. 3:5. We have been 
sealed for ownership, and so are no longer 
our own; we belong to God; He is our 
owner. We have been sealed for confirma- 
tion or attestation. God has confirmed 
the fact that He has accepted us as whol- 
ly His, and has attested our acceptance 
on His part and reception into His divine 
family, the Church. 

The baptism of the Holy Ghost was ac- 
companied and certified by the sign of 
speaking with other tongues. Jesus said 
the Holy Spirit would speak when He 
came to ab.de within the believer. John 
16:13. The disciples who came with Peter 
knew that on the Gentiles was poured out 
the gift of the Holy Ghost, because they 
heard them speak with tongues. Acts 10: 
44-46. Twenty-three years after Pente- 
cost, when the Ephesian brethren re- 
ceived the Baptism, they spake with 
tongues. Acts 19:1-6. This should be con- 
clusive evidence that speaking with 
tongues is the initial, physical sign of the 
full Pentecostal Baptism. However, it is 
by no means the most important result. 
The burning zeal of Pentecost, the white

It is extremely necessary that the gospel of the Son of God 
be also borne to needy souls everywhere. There are, how- 
ever, certain qualifications with which the bearer must be 
endowed in order to be able to successfully carry this wonder- 
ful message of salvation. Jesus said, Acts 1:8, “But ye shall re- 
ceive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all Ju- 
daea, and in Samaria, and unto the uttermost parts of the earth.” 
The perusal of the Greek Testament shows that the word 
“ghost” comes from the Greek word “pneuma” which, being 
personified, is ‘“‘Pneumaticus.” The word literally means 
“breath, breeze, or a blast.” It is this word that has given to the 
pneumatic tires, upon which much of the commerce of the 
world, war machines and pleasure cars are borne, its name— 
tires filled with breeze or a blast, tires filled with air. But that 
which gives the special distinction is the word preceding 
“pneuma” which is “holy” so that it could be said, literally, 
“Ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Breeze or a Holy 
Blast has come upon you.” The majority of the places referring 
to the Holy Ghost speak of Him as an infilling, thus people are 
filled with the ‘““Pneuma” and it is necessary that they should 
be so filled in order to be witnesses. 


Preachers are to bear the message of the Son of God, a com- 
mission given by Jesus to His apostles. If the pneumatic tires 
to the vehicles which traverse the threads of commerce today 
lose their infilling, their air, it means that the vehicle must 
stop because they have a flat and speed cannot be made on flats, 
something will go wrong. The same thing is true in a spiritual 
sense. The man who undertakes to carry 
the gospel of the Son of God without 
being filled with the Holy Ghost will 
find himself to be a spiritual flat. He 
may be builded and prepared with rig- 
idity, from a standpoint of culture and 
of education. Such cords may be run- 
ning both ways to strengthen his ability 
from a natural and literal standpoint, 
but after all has been done to prepare 
man in this way, in order for him to be 
a fit subject to carry the message which 
God has chosen to give to the world, he 
must be filled with the Holy Spirit, 
otherwise such a messenger will be a 
spiritual flat and will have to fall out 
of the line of duty or be a failure and 
in the way of others. 

This office has just been 
informed of the passing 
away of Rev. T. L. McLain 
at ten minutes after four this morning 
(February 27). 

Brother McLain was born in Sumack, 
Georgia, in 1874. He was converted 
Sept. 8, 1908 and in that same year be- 
came a member of the Church of God.

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Satan's Devices

It is a well known fact that no human 
being has ever become great without first 
of all encountering and overcoming great 
difficulties. We may look back through 
both political and ecclesiastical history, 
studying the lives of men from every 
walk of life, and we will find ample evi- 
dence to prove our statement. We are 
made to marvel when we think of diffi- 
culties encountered and overcome by men 
who became great, in years gone by, and 
yet sometimes perhaps we are tempted to 
feel that our hardships are too great to 
bear. May the Lord have mercy on us 
when we begin to sympathize with our- 
selves. God wants us to become great for 
Him, therefore He allows difficulties, 
temptations, and tests to come into our 
lives. 

SOME FOLKS ARE TEMPTED to 
question God as to His Wisdom in al- 
lowing the powers of evil to so permeate 
the world, tempting humanity to forsake 
righteousness and follow after the lusts 
of the flesh, but God in His supreme in- 
telligence saw that we would never be- 
come strong or great unless we were will- 
ing to overcome, so He gave liberty to 
the archfiend of hell and myriads of evil 
spirits, that we might be tempted and 
tried. Wé, as the children of God, should 
praise God for the opportunity He has 
given us to become overcomers. Some 
say that they would be Christians if it 
wasn’t for temptations; but, if heaven is 
worth while it is worth while at any cost, 
and the Lord has promised that He will 
not allow us to be tempted above that we 
are able, but will with the temptation also 
make a way of escape. When the complete 
restoration is made and the great plan of 
redemption finished, there will be no one 
in heaven who has not been tempted by 
evil and yet refused to be overcome by 
it. Heaven will be inhabited by overcom- 
ers. Through Christ alone is it possible for 
us to overcome. 


Paul, in writing to the Corinthians, 
said, in 1 Cor. 2:11, “Lest Satan should 
get an advantage of us: for we are not 
ignorant CONCERNING HIS_ DE- 
VICES.” We know that Satan is continu- 
ally trying to get the advantage of us, 
and his devices (schemes) are so numer- 
ous that it is impossible for us to live in 
the flesh and be overcomers, therefore we 
are admonished to live in the Spirit. If we 
live in the Spirit we will not fulfill the 
lusts of the flesh (Gal. 5:16). Since we 
understand Satan’s devices to some extent, 
surely we will be responsible if we yield 
to unrighteous temptations. The devil 
doesn’t usually appear as an odious crea- 
ture but as an angel of light, and he has 
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had more experience tempting people 
than we have had resisting him, so he 
knows where our weak points are and 
will try to get us there. In James 4:7 we 
are commanded to resist the devil. We 
can only do that by drawing near to God. 


THE MINISTER OF THE GOSPEL 
is not the personification of perfection as 
some would suppose, ready to sprout 
wings, but is just as weak, in himself, as 
his next door neighbor. Since our respon- 
sibility is so much greater than that of 
many others, it surely behooves us to be 
determined to do the right thing, and to 
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lean upon Christ that our determination 
would be fulfilled. It is certainly a de- 
plorable situation when a minister, who 
is expected to be an example, is over- 
come to such an extent by Satan, that he 
will bring a reproach upon his Lord, his 
Church and his family, and yet such has 
often been the case when a servant of 
God failed to walk in the Spirit. It is cer- 
tainly true that when a man thinketh he 
stands, that he should take heed lest he 
fall. Let us fear lest we too be overcome 
by Satan and follow after one of his 
wicked devices. 

SATAN HAS SO MANY DEVICES 
that it would be impossible for us to ex- 
pose all of them in this brief message, 
but we will briefly mention several out- 
standing ones. We, as ministers, need to 
remember that while we are preaching to 
others, the Word of God is for us also. 

It is not only possible, but also prob- 
able, that there are times when a minis- 
ter may preach a gospel that he isn’t will- 
ing to live up to himself. For instance, 
we like to have a liberal congregation, 


one that pays tithes regularly and gives 
freely in offerings; but listen, brother 
ministers, when we send in our monthly 
report, let us not chisel on our food do- 
nations or add too much expense on our 
expense account. We may consider our 
automobile payments expense, but Paul 
would have considered an automobile a 
luxury. God requires that we ministers 
make a greater sacrifice than the laity, 
that we may set the proper example. 


THEN, TOO, THERE IS THAT 
TERRIBLE SIN of evil speaking, some- 
times manifested amongst those who pro- 
fess to be children of God. Charity think- 
eth no evil. We are warned many times 
against the sin of evil speaking. We can- 
not tell our congregations to refrain from 
that evil unless we do so ourselves. It is 
just another one of Satan’s devices to sow 
discord among brethren, to create dis- 
turbance. We are aware of it, let us de- 
nounce it and refrain from it ourselves. 


FOR THE LAST DEVICE, and per- 
haps one of the most dangerous and most 
damnable, we would discuss the device of 
free love. It is certainly sad when a pro- 
fessed minister of the gospel, or any other 
professing Christian, will lay aside his 
robes of righteousness, entertaining vile 
thoughts, and carrying on a _ flirtation 
with one of the opposite sex. When a min- 
ister will allow Satan to sidetrack him to 
such an extent that he will forsake his 
wife and make love to a little frizzle- 
topped, light-headed, glib-tongued flap- 
per, he isn’t the kind of a man that God 
wants in the ministry. Young men may 
fall and rise again, by the grace of God, 
but those who carry on in such a way, 
should certainly be separated from Chris- 
tian people. 1 Cor. 5:11. Paul said, “I 
keep my body in subjection.” God will 
give us ministers of the great Church of 
God strength to do likewise, so may we, 
by HIS GRACE, march onward, side by 
side, looking to Jesus the Author and 
Finisher of our faith, watching and pray- 
ing always that we may be accounted 
worthy to escape those things that shall 
come to pass and to stand before the Son 
of man, and hear HIM say, “Well done, 
good and faithful servant, enter into the 
joys of thy Lord.”

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Down Mexico Way With 


the Archers

(Continued from last week) 

We would like to take time and space 
to tell you of the mingling of the ancient 
and the modern in this first large Mexi- 
can city on our trip, but we must travel 
on. Suffice to say that Monterey was es- 
tablished in 1596 and mingles in confus- 
ing familiarity, ancient buildings, nar- 
row cobbled streets, donkey carriers, 
rickety carts, barefoot peons and age-old 
customs, with honking, rushing autos, 
modern hotels and stores, whirring indus- 
tries and the latest in dress and social 
life. 

Daylight found us speeding southward 
on splendid road, for we hoped to make 
Tamazunchale, 411 miles away, before 
dark. We discovered almost at once that 
we now left modernity behind, for the 
villages are quaint and ancient, and the 
customs practically unchanged for cen- 
turies. Burrows and barefoot men and 
women and round-faced, big-eyed chil- 
dren were seen in increasing frequency 
along the road, all carrying their inevi- 
table load to or from market, or to and 
from somewhere (one wonders where and 


why). They seemed surprised and de- 


lighted that we always waved, and most 
of them replied with broad grins. The 
road led through rich valleys of orange 
groves and other fruits and the mountains 
ever threatened to press us in and force us 
to go over them; but always there was a 
way through, so that the highway is far 
less uneven and crooked than our Tennes- 
see highways. All day we passed through 
cities, pueblas and Indian villages un- 
touched, so far as we can learn, with our 
Gospel message. Surely this is the great 
neglected land of missionary endeavor. 
In the afternoon we bounced across the 
line between Temperate and Tropical 
Zone and by evening the scenery had 
changed from semi-desert to dense tropi- 
cal growth of large trees, banana groves, 
numerous flowers and heavy under- 
growth. Just before reaching Tamazun- 
chale, as the sun was setting, we stopped 
the car and listened to the numerous wild 
parrots calling to one another in the dense 
tropical trees. Orchids can here be seen 
growing in large numbers in _ trees. 
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The orchid plant is a parasite growing in 
the crotch of the trees and resembling 
the lily plant in appearance. Some trees 
have as many as thirty to fifty plants. 

Tamazunchale is a_ typical Mexican 
village with its centuries-old buildings 
and customs, located on a river at. the 
very base of the long winding mountain 
climb to the high plateau above, on 
which Mexico City is located. Up until a 
few years ago when the highway was 
built through, these people had never seen 
a car. The Indians of this section are still 
very much unconquered and unchanged

from heathenism, though the Catholics 
have worked among them for centuries. 
We enjoyed, after supper, a visit down a 
narrow side street, where -we sat and 
chatted with storekeepers, who live in 
their establishments. 


Everyone warned us to not start out in 
the morning before nine o’clock as the 
fogs (really clouds in the high moun- 
tains) would make driving impossible. 
But after prayer, we felt led to press on, 
so at § a. m. we set sail again, against the 
protest of truck drivers and natives, and 
thanks be to our precious Lord, who 
guides the steps of the righteous, we were 
under clouds and far above them; often 
their cold fingers crept up the canyons to 
the very edge of the road, and often closed 


across the highway below us, but not 
once was our vision obscured! This long 
mountain climb of a thousand curves is 
one of the most impressive scenes it has 
been our privilege to view, and the high- 
way is one of the best. We have crossed 
most of the mountain passes of the North 
American Continent, but never on bet- 
ter roads or grander scenery. Often one 
may look for thousands of feet, almost 
straight down, into yawning canyons, 
threaded at the bottom by silvery moun- 
tain streams. At other points one may 
gaze for scores of miles across an ocean 
of clouds below, to distant mountain 
peaks, rising out of the clouds, for all the 
world like islands thrusting skyward out 
of the sea. 

In America, when one drives over a 
mountain pass, it is customary to go down 
on the other side. But in Mexico things 
are not done according to our customs. 
The policeman turns his face or back 
rather than his side when he wants traffic 
to proceed. Most keys fit the locks upside 
down. You pay your fine when you break 
the traffic rule—and argue afterwards. 
The servants live on the roofs instead of 
in the basement, etc. Hence, after level- 
ing off for a mile or two, we would ex-~ 
pect to start down, but instead we would 
start up another long mountain grade, till 
at last we leveled off on a great mountain 
plateau, dotted with other mountains of 
still greater height. It is semi-arid, except 
where irrigated, and the air is very thin 
and dry. Though we have now lived at 
this altitude for over a month, we still 
find ourselves having to pause ever now 
and then for a few extra deep breaths to 
make up for the lack of oxygen in the 
thin air. 

Being raised in the West and worked 
much throughout the Central States, we 
were surprised at the industry of the corn 
raisers of West Virginia, who trail up to 
the most inaccessible spots on the moun- 
tainsides to plant a small patch of corn. 
But what do you Mid-west farmers, with 
your hundreds of level acres of corn, and 
you West Virginians, with your ambi- 
tious little patches, think of the Indians 
of Mexico? For, though we climbed to 
above ten thousand feet elevation and 
rounded a thousand steep mountain 
curves, we never left the Indian corn

Surprising things are 
happening these days. The headlines of to- 
day will be stale tomorrow. In the mean- 
time Hitler and Mussolini keep saying 
that the United States has nothing to fear 
from them. This week Vice-President 
Wallace delivered an address wherein he 
pointed out the dangers to the world 
should Hitler and Mussolini win the pres- 
ent conflict. Slowly but surely the public 
mind of America is being moulded in fa- 
vor of our entry into the conflict. The 
recent statement of Jesse Jones, who never 
talks through his hat, is significant evi- 
dence of the inner feelings of the admin- 
istration at Washington. He said, “We are 
in the war, or, we are about to be in the 
war, or, we are getting ready to get in the 
war and at a time like this money must 
be thrown away.” The President later de- 
nied the story, but Jones is highly re- 
garded as a man of sterling integrity. The 
future? Look to your Bibles.

An announcement comes from Kansas 
City, Missouri, that Bishop Edwin O’Hara 
hails the advent of a new Catholic Bible.

It is claimed that this new Bible 
will be more readable, more up to date, 
more in keeping with the times. Yes, that 
is part and parcel of the plan of the min- 
ions of hell to streamline religion to keep 
pace with the modern thought. However, 
we need to remember that the Redeemer

“Berlin, February 19.—A wave of an- 
ti-Semitism following close behind the 
victorious German armies has swept over 
the countries of Europe.

The writer read an article the other 
day wherein it was stated that the heads 
of the foreign affairs, finance and 
propaganda in the United States, 
Jews, referring to Sol Bloom, Henry Mor- 
gantheau and Mr. Ochs. The article men- 
tioned another Jew who is close to the 
President, one Ben Cohen. This is an ob- 
vious attempt to stir up race hatred and 
prejudice in this country. There are many 
organizations functioning today whose 
sole motive and mission is to so persecute 
and harass the Jews that they will be 
compelled to leave America also. The 
writer wants no part of that, remember- 
ing that the seed of Abraham, through 
Jacob, are as “The Apple of God’s Eye.”

The debate on the so-called lend-lease 
bill goes merrily on in the Senate but the 
bill will probably become law by the time 
this is in print.

Elocution 


Elocution is one of the most interesting 
and necessary subjects a person can take. 
As speech is man’s chief instrument of 
communication, much care should be 
taken to learn how good or how poor 
one’s speech really is, to learn how it can 
be improved, and to start that improve- 
ment. That is the purpose of Elocution— 
to realize one’s faults in speech and to 
correct them. 

There are six main objectives in the 
study of Elocution. The first objective 
is “Overcoming Undesirable Mannerisms.” 
A person who is speaking seldom realizes 
the mannerisms which he makes which 
annoy those to whom he is speaking. 
Some of these are: toying with a button 
on his coat, chewing the end of a pencil, 
and shifting his weight from one foot to 
the other. A great effort should be made 
to eradicate these mannerisms which are 
caused from nervousness. 

The second objective is “Clear Think- 
ing.” Everyone should know how to select 
and arrange ideas so that he may be 
presented more effectively before an 
audience. He should be able to think and 
express his own ideas instead of borrowing 
ideas from someone else. 

The third objective is “Effective Inter- 
pretation.” “To discover and communi- 
cate the meaning of a passage of litera- 
ture is a high art.” It is easy to be able 
to understand something you read but to 
interpret it in a way to make someone 
else understand it is more difficult. To 
do this, one should know something of 
the author’s life, his age, and his motive 
for writing the selection. 

The fourth objective is “Dramatic Ap- 
preciation.” Drama is the oldest of all 
arts. Everyone should have some knowl- 
edge of drama, because through actions 
much finer shades of meaning can be 
portrayed than through speaking. 

The fifth objective is a knowledge of 
correct “Social Conduct” in speech situa- 
tions. Everyone is called upon at some 
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time in his life to make a speech; there- 
fore, he should be able to make one ap- 
propriate to the occasion, whatever it 
may be. 

The sixth objective—the most impor- 
tant and the one to which all others aim 
—is the attainment of self-confidence in 
public and private situations. It is much 
easier to have self-confidence and poise 
when in private than when in public. 
Therefore more personal benefit will pos- 
sibly be derived from this objective than 
any other. 


I feel that Elocution has been a great 
help to me, and I shall put what I have 
learned into practice, not only while I 
am in school, but for the rest of my life.

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Question: In the Evangel of January 
25, 1941, an editorial said there were no 
predictions in the Bible that the earth 
would come to an end. Please read Matt. 
$:18; 24:35; 28:20; Rev. 20:11; Gal. 
21:1, and explain —W. D. N. 

Answer: Since the statement referred 
to may be puzzling also to others, we 
are glad to make further explanation. 
Let us first quote Eccl. 1:4, “One genera- 
tion passeth away, and another generation 
cometh: but the earth abideth forever.” 
This is a plain statement that everyone 
can understand, and this and other scrip- 
tures which set forth the same fact as 
strongly as does this one, must be reck- 
oned with in any prediction that the 
earth will come to an end. Let us notice 
the scriptures referred to and see whether 
or not they set forth any such prediction. 
Matt. 5:18, “For verily I say unto you, 
Till heaven and earth pass, one jot or one 
tittle shall in no wise pass from the law, 
till all be fulfilled.” A literal translation 
of this would be, “As long as the earth 
remains one jot or one tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the law till all be ful- 
filled.” This is a firm, staunch statement 
to show that the law must remain in force 
until it was fulfilled, as strongly en- 
trenched until that time as was the earth 
which abideth forever. 


The second scripture referred to is 
Matt. 24:35, “Heaven and earth shall 
pass away, but my words shall not pass 
away.” To say that this meant that the 
earth would come to an end would also 
mean that heaven will come to an end 
and that heaven is eternal; but no such 
suggestion is made, the reference is to 
the time when the heaven and the earth 
shall be renovated, and is parallel with 
the scripture in 2 Peter 3:10, 11, “But 
the day of the Lord will come as a thief 
in the night; in the which the heavens 
shall pass away with a great noise, and 
the elements shall melt with fervent heat, 
the earth also and the works that are 
therein shall be burned up. Seeing then 
that all these things shall be dissolved, 
what manner of persons ought ye to be 
in all holy conversation and godliness.” 
But this scripture does not by any means 
convey the idea that there will be no 
more heavens and no more earth, but 
there will be a new heaven and a new 
earth, that is, the old heaven and earth 
will be purged, renovated, or changed, 
but will continue after they have been 
made a fit place for the kingdom of 
God. Verse 13 of the same chapter reads, 
“Nevertheless we, according to his prom- 
ise, look for new heavens and a new 
earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness.”

If this is read care- 
fully, it will be noticed that two ways 
are not referred to and that the highway 
and the way both refer to the self-same 
thing. Describing it, the prophet says,

the word “it” is used referring to the 
quotation which evidently shows that it 
cannot be two ways. 

Question: Please explain Judges 9:13;

Answer: Judges 9:13 is the reply of 
the vine in a parabolic fable given by 
Jotham to show the predicament that 
Israel had gotten herself into by accept- 
ing Abimelech as king. The vine makes 
the plea that she has too many things to 
do to accept the kingship, as did also the 
fig tree and the olive tree. This was given 
to show that true leadership is not that 
which has a spirit of leadership and which 
is to place itself in prominence, but is 
rather retiring and reserved and usually 
has to be drafted to service. While on 
the other hand, those of the bramble type 
which are not worthy of leadership, try 
to push themselves into the place. The 
question of whether or not it was right 
to drink wine was not considered in the 
context. 

The other scripture referred to is in 
Psa. 104:15, where the psalmist David 
is enumerating the blessings of God. In 
the Old Testament drunkenness or excess 
of wine is condemned, rather than the 
use of wine, and it seems that most of 
the people used it as a beverage, as one 
uses tea, coffee, and postum in these days; 
but intemperance and drunkenness are 
thoroughly condemned both in the Old 
and New Testaments. Paul told the Ephe- 
sian brethren in his epistle, Eph. 5:18, 
“And be not drunk with wine, where- 
in is excess; but be filled with the Spirit.”

raisers behind. Their little grass huts 
dotted the mountainsides in groups the 
entire route, and little fields of corn, 
cultivated with oxen or burrow, and 
crude stick plows. And far off on higher, 
cold mountain peaks, other smoke reveals 
other villages, and yellow patches of corn 
can be seen. This is the life of the nation. 
The corn is eaten whole or ground into 
meal from which the tough, pancakelike 
tortilla is made. 

As a result of our early start we were 
rolling through the wheat fields fifty 
miles north of Mexico by noon, travel- 
weary, hungry and wondering how we 
would find Brother Ruesga in a large city 
of strange people. Suddenly a carload of 
Mexicans, approaching from Mexico City, 
began to honk and wave frantically. As 
we whizzed by we wondered what was 
wrong, or were they drunk. Someone said 
it was Brother Ruesga, but we protested 
that Brother Ruesga would not drive 
clear out there to meet us. The car was 
turning round and we pulled up to a slow 
pace. Sure enough, it was Brother Ruesga, 
part of his family, and one of the of- 
ficials of his church, Brother . Alcazar, 
who owns the largest funeral home in the 
city. They had received our telegram the 
day before and were driving out to wel- 
come us to Mexico. It was one of the hap- 
piest experiences of our lives, strangers 
in a strange land, launching into a new 
and strange work, to be greeted at the 
border of our new adventure in such a 
warm fashion. It made us to think upon 
the loved ones in glory who will meet us 
at the outskirts of the heavenly city and 
usher us into the eternal new home. 

A month and a half has passed and we 
are busily engaged in the Bible School, 
training workers to go out all over Mex- 
ico, perhaps into many of the very vil- 
lages we passed through and prayed for. 
As time permits, we wish to write and tell 
you about the pyramids of Mexico (old 
as Egypt’s), the great temple ruins of an 
extinct tribe with their twelve thrones 


mysteriously representing the twelve 
tribes of Israel, our visit to distant 
churches of Brother Ruesga’s work, 


where Americans had never before been, 
etc.

Read Rom. 8:31-39. 

If you are about to faint in your minds 
(think you have stood all the persecu- 
tion you can) then use your mind to 
think on Christ’s suffering. See Heb. 12: 
3, 4. 

There are seven steps up the mountain 
to the valley of persecution (which is on 
top). 

First: 
(humble). 

Second: Blessed are they that mourn. 

Third: Blessed are the meek. 

Fourth: Blessed are they that hunger, 
etc. 

Fifth: Blessed are the merciful. 

Sixth: Blessed are the pure in heart. 

Seventh: Blessed are the peacemakers, 
which puts us up on top, into the valley 
of persecution. There’s where contrary 
winds can blow hard, and the devil can 
get a good shot at those up there; they are 
very conspicuous. As long as we are near 
the bottom and willing to stay there, we 
will not get so much opposition and per- 
secution, but start up—that’s different. 
That takes grit, grace, greenbacks, etc. 

But mountain climbing is the best ex- 
ercise your writer ever took. I was once 
assigned two churches, Barnardsville and 
Paint Fork, the latter being nearly three 
miles across a mountain. I was told by 
some that I just could not walk over to 
pastor. But by grit, grace, prayer and its 
answer, I began walking over, and it was 
good for me. My health got better. I 
could soon eat hearty and digest my food. 
I could soon walk over and back and ex- 
hort three times a day. Praise God and 
bless His name for the memory of such 
days, and the good people at Barnards- 
ville and Paint Fork. 

When you climb this mountain in 
Matt. 5:2-9, your spiritual appetite will 
increase; you will eat. (See verse 6.) You 
will eat God’s Word, which will bring 
persecution (Mark 4:17), but you will 
resist the devil, for the Word will be like 
fire in your bones (Jer. 20:9), and you 
can not and will not compromise.
